The 
immense part -whiech the-Pope alone now 
plays: in- the _ government of+ the: Church, 
makes it more than ever desirable that he 
and the men who are in immediate relations 
with him, and by whose’ counsels his policy 
is necessarily shaped, should be in constant 
contact with the stream of modern thought, 
and should be. thoroughly well acquaint- 
ed with, even if they do not approve 
of, what the laity of Catholic countries are 
doing and. seeking. Living ina little domin- 
ion of their own, and surrounded by a Police

A Crystal Palace for New-York. 

Those who know what the Crystal Palace 
at Sydenham has done for London often wish 
that a similar structure, orrathera structure 
for similar objects, might. be built near New- 
York..-A-place of -unexceptionable amuse- 
ment, easy of access and open every day in 
the week; a place where plenty of. space, 
light and flowers-can beenjoyed in all weath- 
ers, and good refreshments obtained at fair 
prices; a place big enough tor monster festi- 
vals of every sort, and in which concerts of 
good instrumental music might be listened 
to, morning and afternoon, with an occasion- 
al performance by operatic or other first-rate 
vocalists, would be, we conceive, better ap- 
preciated and better patronized at New-York 
than at any city in the world. 

During our long, hard Winters and tedious 
Springs such @ place would be a blessing in- 
deed. None can tell, save they who have ex- 
perienced it, the delight of wandering, during 
a bleak, inhospitable day in January, 
through long lines of fragrant trees and 
flowers, amid the singing of birds and plash- 
ing of fountains, while breathing an atmos- 
phere free and pure, but tempered to the 
The building at 
Sydenham, before the late fire, was about 
1,200 feet long by 700 feet wide, and 260 in 
extreme height, and covered rather more 
than twenty-six acres. Its cost was not-so 
great as these figures might “lead 
one. to imagine, Messrs. Ketx and 
Lucas having constructed it under con- 


| tract for £200,000; “with the provision 


that should-the ross‘ profits exceed £500,- 
000, as they-did with the Kensington Glass 
Palace of 1851, the builders should have 
£100,000 more. The edifice has answered its 
purpose remarkably well, although the 
memorable gale of 1861 did it some damage 
and the late fire destroyed the wing contain- 
ing the tropical department. Glass and iron 
were used almost exclusively in its oon- 
struction, and, although their effect is 
architecturally ugly, the prime needs of 
light and spaciousness could hardly have 
been ‘so effectually attained ‘by the use. of 
other materials. The entertainments given 
atthe Palace have been of the most. varied 
description. Two instrimental .concerts 
have been supplied on all ‘ordinary 
days, by o band that has become 
famous for ite excellence. ‘Opera 
concerts. have -. been . frequent and

works have been presented, surpassing any 
ever given elsewhere. There have been cir- 
cuses, balloons and fireworks in the grounds. |

tra weight of its rollipg-stock,.in proportion.

the narrow gauge. And we believe that the 
common sénse of the railroad community has 
firmly settled on the same conclusions. Ac- 
cording to our remembrance, there havebesn 
but three broad-gauge railroads in this coun- 
try, and only one of ‘importance in England. 
We have had the Ohio and Mississippi Road, 
which, after a hard straggle, abandoned the 
broad-gauge notion as preposterous; the At- 
léntic and Great’ Western, whose fame is in- 
separably linked with that of Sir Morton 
Pero, and the Erie “Road, whose broad 
gauge -has been a misfortune: heaped on 
a series of misfortunes. The difficulty it -so 
long labored under in not being able to make 
connection beyond Dunkirk, was a fatal 
one; and the same difficulty is inherent: in 
ali broad gauges. To railroads may -be ap- 
plied the same rule as to war and ‘to™trade, 


an innovation is only safe when it proves a. 


success. The breaking of freight, the trans-. 
fer ot passengers, the inability to make ¢on- 
nections are milistones around the neck of a 
road. The war of the broad and narrow 
gauge terminated in a victory for the latter, 
and ruin for the former. 

In saying this, we refer, of course, to coun- 
tries in which competition is free. .Mr. Ax- 
LEN, in the argument already quoted, makes 
the just distinction between Government 
patronage and free competition, when he 
Bays: 

“Yn some foreign countries, where such property is 
protected from competition, the broad-gauge roads 
are prosperous ;. but where they come in open compe- 
tition with the narrow gauge, bankruptay is the rule 
to which there ‘is hardly an exception. Of the two 
thousand miles of broad-gange road in this country, I 
know of bat one line thatis not hopelessly bankrupt, 
and that makes two or three per cent, by carrying tts 


through freight on a narrow cipnagiasceiaet ampes it has 
laid down a third rail.” 


But now 4 new question is coming up, as 
to what are broad-gauge railways, and 


‘whether the ordinary gauge already adopted 


is not itself broader than the average inter- 
ests of commerce demand. The Festiniog 


Railway, in Wales, is a road fourteen miles’ 


long, running from Port Madoc into the in- 
terior. This road, originally a horse-railway, 


has.a gauge of two feet, It-was so success- 


ful.as to demand steam-power for the trans- 
portation of passengers, and locomotives 
were specially constructed to fit the track. 
Application was made to the Government 
for the required franchise, and_ the result of 
investigation by experts was to establish 
the fact thata speed of twenty-five miles an 
haqur could be easily obtained; that passen- 
goers could be transported with safety; that 
the train could pass sharp curves and mount 
steep gradients with greater facility than 
that of the ordinary road; and that the cost 


of the rolling-stock was much less. #
